WHAT RATE ADVANCE 
WILL COST SOUTHEAST 


Columbus, Ga.. July 16.—(Spe- 
eial.)—Chafles B. Woodruff, rail- 
road rate expert of the Columbus 
board of trade, tonight reported 
to the board that the increase in 
freight rates from the west On 
flour. meat, hay. corn, oats, etc., 
would cost this city from sev- 
enty to one hundred thousand 
doliars annually. Other cities 
in the southeast, are affected 
proportionately. 

He roughly, estimated that the 
advance would cost the people 
of the southeastern states from 
thirty to fifty million dollars 
per year. 

SRRRARRRRAAEIRARARAE AOA 

New York, July !6—A conference of 
railroad presidents extended through 
long morning and afternoof sessions 
today at the offices of the Trunk Line 
Association here on the subject of the 
proposed raising of freight rates. 

Considerable divergence of opinion 
appeared in the discussion as to the 
policy of raising the scheduled rates 
at the present time, owing to the dull- 
ness of trade and the opposition that 
has been already displayed on the part 
of shippers to the proposed increase. 
On the one hand, it was argued, the 
nécessities of the railroads wereu rgent, 
and while strict economies are being 
racticed In working expenses, the re- 
duction of wages on a large scale has 
not been resorteg to. 

On the other hand, the effect of rais- 
ing the rates before any marked im- 
provement in general freight traffic has 
set in may be to retard the flow of 
rising business.that expected with 
the fall. This consideration appeals 
more strongly to the eastern lines than 
to the western, which can rely on the 
usual shipments of fruit and grain. 

It was reported that officers of the 
Pennsylvania, who had hitherto advo- 
cated an early raising of the schedule 
rates, have now changed their opinion 
in the matter, and 
Lackawanna, Reading and Lehigh Val- 
ley. are opposed to an immediate ad- 
vance, and in this attitude are decid- 
edly at variance with the policy advo- 
cated by Mr, Harriman and the lines 
allied with him. 

Great Difference of 


The discussion brought out’ very 
clearly the fact that a great difference 
of opinion exists among the _ railway 
authorities themselves on the question 
whether rates shal] be increased. The 
matter of reduction of wages was not 
discussed. 

At the close of thg conference a 
Statement was given Out by Mr. Mc- 
Cain, the secretarv of the association, 
as follows: 

“The question of an advance in 
freight rates was discussed at length, 
and reports from th® committee having 
in charge the checking of rates were 
considered, but it was found that this 
work had not progressed to such a 
point as to make definite action prac- 
ticable at this time.” 

No date was set for another meeting. 

President Delano, of ‘tthe Wahbasn, 
said tonight that the principal obsta- 
cles that stand in the way of a general 
and horizontal increase, are state laws 
and local conditions. 

Asked if there was any possibility of 
the trunk lines abandoning their inten- 
tion of maink increases; Mr. Delano re- 
plied:

| charter amendment by the legislature, 
'to be passed at this session, the city of- 
ficials will have to present the Greater 

Atlanta as at first decided upon. 

On July |, City Attorney Mason, 
|accordance with instructions from coun- 
‘weil. inserted the legal advertisement 
| mecessary for a charter amendment, and 
| preseribing the new territory sought to 
be annexed. 
| Later several changes in the boun- 
daries were decided upon, and the new 
limits were advertised on July 13. 

Before the petition for a charter 
amendment can be presented to the leg- 
islature the legal advertisement must 
run for thirty days. 

New Limits Impossible. 

The advertisement for the new limits 
expires on August !!. The legislature 
adjourns on August 12. Consequently 
it would not be possible for the legis- 
lature to take up the bill until August 
12, and as it 'would take several days at 
least to pass the measure, there will be 
no city extension under the new limits 
as proposed in the advertisements of 
July 13. 

City Attorney Mayson declares, 
ever, that [t will be still possible for 
Atlanta authorities to petition the legis- 
latige to extend her limits in confor- 
mity with the advertisemént inserted on 
July !. This advertisement will have 
run the required length on July 30, and 
a bill can be tntroduced the next day, 
thus allowing some |I3 days for consid- 
erafion and action. 

The old limits included slightly more 
territory than the last limits proposed. 
The biggest change. howeveris found 
the fact that Oakland City is not  in- 
cluded in the old limits, and for this rea- 
son, regardiess of the action the city 
may take or what the legislature may 
do, Oakland City will not be annexed 
this year. 

As there is very little change, out-

thorize the petition for extension under 
the old idimits, and the legislature can

“It is strange and rather remarkable 
that nobody had thought of this before, 
that nobody had taken the trouble to 
count up the days; or if anybody did 
count the days, nothing was said about 
it.

What City Attorney Says. 


In speaking of the matter City Attor- 
ney Mayson said: 

‘The advertisement for a charter 
amendment for an extension of the city 
limits was inserted in the newspapers 
on July 13, the earliest possible time 
after the resolutions were transmitted 
to me from council. The advertisement 
must run thirty days before any bill can 
be introduced in the legislature and the 
thirty days will expire on August //.

Kistler’s future lay near to his 
heart, and as the prince felt his rela- 
tions to the emperor might be regarded 
as justifying this~letter, he had writ- 
ten it and given it to Kistler to be 
used in the event of his death. This 
letter was produced in court, having 
been seized in Kistler’s house by the 
police when they searched the prem- 
ises. It was ornamented with five 
seals, and indorsed “my last request." 
The letter is addressed to his majesty, 
the German emperor, and in exagger- 
ated language, the writer commended 
Kistler to the @6mperor’s. favor. In 
conclusion the prince said: 

“My last breath is a greeting to your 
majesty.

That less 
than fifteen of the 180 passengers were 
killed or injured s@ems little short of 
miraculous, as the train was going 50 
miles an hour. 

The most tragic incident of the wreck 
was the death of Miss Margaret Arim- 
strong, of Wayne, Pa., who was seated 
beslde her mother in one of the Pull- 
man coaches when the train [ft the 
tracks. Miss Armstrong sprang from 
her seat and leaped out of a window 
just as the car toppled over, and she 
was ground to death as her mother 
looked on. Mrs. Armstrong fainted from 
the shock, and when she recovered con- 
sciousness in the bosnftal ehe was out 
of her mind. The doctors administered 
Opiates to quiet her. They say her 
condition is serious, and that she may 
die, altnough she was not injured in 
the wreck. The other woman, who may 
die, is Mrs. A. W. Drake, of No. !7 East 
Kighth street, New York city, who was 
crushed in one of the cars. 

An inmmediate investigation as to the 
cause of the wreck is to be made. The 
coroner has had the engineer and both 
conductors of the train placed under 
arrest, and he is having the work of 
removing the wreckage watched. This 
action was taken because of a report 
to the coroner that a rotten tle in the 
bridge caused the accident. There is 
evidence, it is allegéd, that the tie was 
in such a worm-eaten condition that the 
spikes holding the rails were pulled out.

Paimore Was First Nominated fog

Columbus, Ohio, July 16.—For pres- 
dent, Eugene W. C‘hafin, of Chicago; for 
vice president, Aaron S. Watkins, of 
Ada, Ohio. 

This ticket. was nominated today by 
the prohibitionists’ national convention, 
and beth nominations were made unan- 
The full indorsement of the 
convention was not, however, given to 
Mr: Chafin, unti] after three ballots had 
been taken. 

On the first two ballots Mr. Chafin 
did not show a great amount of 
Strength, receiving but 195 out of 1,083 
votes on the first and 376 out of 1,087 
on the second ballot. His nomination 
was assurred, however, when the roll 
call began for the third bailot. His 
Own state. which had voted largely for 
Daniel R. Sheen, of Peoria, and the New 
York delegation, followed by those of 
Indiana and Wisconsin, came over to 
Mr. Chafin, and on the third ballot he 
received a total of 636 votes. 

Palmore Declined Second Place. 

The strongest competitor of Mr, 
Chafin was Rev. William B. Palmore. 
of St. Louis, who received 274 yotes on 
the first badlot, and a comparatively 
small vote after it was evident that the 
Pr end rs of Mr. Chafin could not be 
prevented.

There was 
no opposition to him at the momen’, 
and Chairman Charles Scanlon was on 
the verge of declaring Professor Wat- 
kins the nominee, when delegates .f 
various parts of the hall broke in with 
a flood of moticus. amendments and 
suspensions of the ruies, 

Watkins for Second Place. 


An extended debate finally resulted tn 
the restoration of the rules and in a 
ballot for the vice presidency, three men 
were mamed, Professor Watkins; T. P. 
Demaree. of Kentucky, and Charles §&. 
Holler, of Indiana. The ballot resulted 
in the nomination of Professor Wat- 
kins by an overwhelming majority, and 
he was immediately thereafter, upon 
motion of the Kentucky delegation, 
made the unanimous choice of the con- 
vention. 

Both the president and vice presiden- 
tial nominees are candidates for gov- 
ernor in their respective states on tne 
prohibition tickets. 

Eugene W. Chafin, who leads the pro- 
hibition party this year, is an attorney. 
He is a native of Waukesha county, 
Wisconsin, and for several years prac- 
ticed law there.

The Platform. 

The forenoon session of the conven- 
thon wae devoted to the discussion and 
adoption of a platform, which is proba- 
bly the shortest on record, containing 
not more than 360 words. It ts as fol- 
lows: 


“The prohibition party of the United 
States. assembled in convention at 
Columbus, Ohfo, expressing gratitude 
to Almighty God for the victories of 
our priciples in the past, for encour- 
agement at present, and for confidence 
of earty and triumphant success in 
the future, makes the following 
declaration of principles and pledges 
their enactment into law when placed 
in power: 

“One. The submission by congress to 
the several states of an amendment te 
the federal constitution prohibiting the 
manufacture, sale, importation, ex- 
portation! or transportation of alco- 
bolic liquors for beverage purposes. 

“Two: The immediate prohibition‘ of 
the liquor traffic for beverage pur- 
poses in the District of Columbia, in 
the territories and all places over 
which the national government has 
jurisdiction; the repeal of the internal 
revenue tax on alcoholic liquors and 
the prohibition of the interstate traffic 
therein. 

“Three. The election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people. 

“Four. Equitable graduated income 
and inheritance taxes. 

“Five. The establishment of postal 
savings banks and the guaranty of 
deposits in banks. 

“Six. The regulation of all corpora- 
tions doing an interstate commerce 
business. 

“Seven. The creation of a permanent 
tariff commission. 

“Eight. The strict enforcement of 
law insteaq of the official tolerance 
and practical license of the social evil 
which prevails in many of our cities, 
with its unspeakable traffic in girls. 

“Nine. Uniform marriage and divorce 
laws. 

“Ten. An equl.able and  constitu- 
tional employers liability act. 

“Eleven. Court reviews of postoffice 
department decisions. 

“Twelve. The prohibition of child 
labor in mines, workshops and fac- 
tories. 

“Thirteen. Legislation basing  suf- 
frage only upon intelligence anda 
ability to read and write the English 
language. 

“Fourteen. Preservation of the min- 
eral and forest resources of the coun- 
try and the improvement of the high- 
ways and waterways. 

“Believing in the righteousness of 
Our catise and in the final triumph of 
our principles, and, convinced of the 
unwillingness of the republican and 
democratic parties to deal with these 
issues, we invite to full party fellow-

ship all citizens who are with us 
agreed.”

Victim Was Advancing on His 
Slayer With Hatchet in 


WITNESSES SAY RUTLAND 
SHOT IN SELF-DEFENSE 


Shooting Took Place About 2 O'Clock 
in Rear of Paris Moving Picture 
Theater, 100 Whitehall St. 
Quarrel Between Cox ~ 

and John Rutland 
Was Cause. 


lL. P. Cox, a roof repairer, living @ 
117 t-2 Whitehall street, was shot 
through the heart and instantly killed 
by O. E. Rutland, a railroad flagman, 
of West Point, Ga., yesterday afternoon, 
at 2 o'clock, in the rear of the Paris 
moving picture theater, at !00 White- 
hell street. Cox is said to have been 
advancing on Rutland with a hatchet 
@t the time the shot was fired. Imme- 
diately after the shooting Rutland gave 
himself up to the police, and Cox's 
body was taken to the undertaking es- 
fablishment of Greenberg, Bond & 
Bloomfield. It will be sent to Jackson- 
Ville. Fla.. for interment. 

Cox was 57 years old, and Rutland ts 
about 24. The shooting is said to have 
resulted from a quarrel between Cox 
and John W. ‘Rutland. of Aragon, G4., 
an elder brother of the nian who used 
the pistol. ; 

Cause of the Tragedy. 

The iragedy was witnessed by proba- 
bly a dozen people. Rutland, accompa- 
mied by his brother. John W. Rutland, 
of Aragon, Ga. had just come from 
lunch at Child's cafe, at 45 West Mitch- 
ell street, and stopved in the above 
named place. While conversing here, it 
is stated, they were accosted SY COX, 
who threatened John W. Rutland, the 
oldar of the two brothers. As the two 
were about to come together, a  Dy- 
Stander separated them and proceeded 
up the street with Rutland, Cox walking 
toward the corner of Whitehall and 
Mitchel, and O. E. Rutland remaining 
in the theater. 

Returning to his business at the Ca- 
ble company, 98 Whitehall, after hav- 
ing finished dinner, C. M. Caldwell, who 
is employed at “the music house, noticed 
Cox standing at the corner with a 
hatchet in his hand, and apparently very 
angry. “Hello, old man, how is it?” 
asked Caki'well, who says he had a 
epeaking acquaintance with Cox. 

“I am going to have some trouble 
with a man im there, and I want you to 
stamd by me,” Cox is said to have 
stated, as he uttered an oath. 

Caldwell then remonsirated with Cox. 
taking him into Brannen’s drug store, 
at the corner of WhiteheH and Mitchell. 
Seeing he was determined, Caldwell 
then took him past the Paris theater 
and into the Cable company’s store, 
where the two went to the rear of the 
store, and Cox was offered a chair. 
While there Caldwell told Cox to wait a 
minute while he went upstairs. Before 
Caldweli returned he heard Cox walking 
rapidiy out of the store, hatchet in 
hand. 

Say Cox Had a Hatchet. 


Immediately he hurried after Cox, 
and just as he got te the front of the 
muste store, he heard two Shots. 

Bye-witnesses to the tragedy say they 
saw Cox advance on Rutland with the 
hatchet, and that the latter backed to- 
ward the rear of the electric theater. 
According to Rutland’s statement, Cox 
hit htm on the temple after the first 
shot. A siight wound was perceptible. 
After the second shot was fired the two 
men cinched, and Cox finally went 
down as the result of a wound through 
the heart. It is not known which shot 
took effect. :

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Howard Pattillo and George Nealy, who 
were coming into town on a Pine street 
car, and who heard the shots, jumped 
off the car and rushed to the scene.

As one of the men grabbed 
for the gun Rutland remarked: ‘‘There's 
nothing in it now.” The weapon wa@s & 
Derringer and of .4! caliber. 

J. F. Rice, who is employed in the 
soda fount of the theater, tells a graphic 
tale of the affair. “I was within a4 
few feet of the two men when it hap- 
pened,”” he said. “Cox advanced on 
Rutland with the hatchet, while the 
latter backed toward the rear of the 
store. Two shots rang out, and then 
the men ciinched. When Cox § fell, 


Rutland stood with the Derringer point-- 


ed at my head, and I dodged down be- 
hind the counter for fear of being hit.” 
Say It Was Self-Defense. 


Qharies Dougherty, a fireman, stood 
at the northwest corner of Mitchell and 
Whitehall, and saw the trouble. He 
rushed across the street too late to pre- 
vent serious consequences. Dr. J. W. 
Carmichael hed just stapped off a car, 
and saw most of the affair. His version 
is practically the same as that of others 
that witnessed the killing, and he says 
that it was self-defense. Miss Tilda 
Jones, cashier of the moving picture 
business, was also a witness, as were 
also several others. 

“IT never saw the 
hated to’shoot him,’ stated Rutland at 
the police station. “The trouble was 
between my brother and Cox, and I do 
net understand why he should have pur- 
sued me. When he struck at me! threw 
up my arm just in time to avert the 
blow with the hatchet, and as it was 
he atruck me a slight blow on the 
head.” 

The trouble is now believed to have 
grown out of Cox’s jealousy for J. W. 
Rutland. The former is said to have 
been engaged to marry, the wedding 
having been set four days from the time 
of the tragedy. Mrs. Lula Rogers, of 
White Plains, who has been in the city 
for some time, is said to have. been en- 
gaged to Cox. 

Inquired About Woman. 


John 'W. Rutland, the man who is 
Supposed to have been the cause of 
Cox’s jealously, lives at Aragon, where 
he has business interests. According 
to Call Officer C. C, Tedder, of the po- 
lice. force,- Rutland cated him over the 
phone from Aragon about two months 
ago, and inquired after a young woman, 
who, it seems, had been employed at 
Rutland’s store in Aragon. He is said 
to have told the officer that the woman 
might be found with Cox: at the latter's 
residence, at |17 |-2 Whitehall street. 

According to Rutiland’s statement to 
the officer, he was anxious to keep up 
with the woman. After several 
trips between Aragon and  <Atlan- 
ta, Rutland is said to have told 
the woman to pack her trunk and leave. 

lL. P. Cox was 57 years old, and un- 
married. His business partner was J. 
B. Prater. He is survived by his step- 
mother, Mrs. Mary Cox, of Atlantic City, 
N. J. The body will be sent to Jackson- 
ville, Fla., tonignt for funeral and in- 
terment. 

Rutland Has Good Record. 

West Point, Ga., July 16.—‘Special.)— 
Oscar E. Rutland has lived here for 
seven years, and was a young man of 
good moral character, and has never 
been known to be of a quarrelsome 
nature. He was connected with the 
West Point Iron Works for several 
years, and two years ago entered the 
railroad service with the At- 
lanta ang West Point railway as flag- 
man, which position he’still holds.

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WANT TO CLOSE 
~ COPPER PLANTS 


Georgia Legislature Will Be 
Asked to Take Action, 


ATTORNEY GENERAL TALKS 


Says He Believes People Living Near 
Plants Want Them to Continue 
in Operation—A Shuat-Down 
Would Pat Many Peo- 
ple Oat of Jobs. 


Blue Ridge, Ga., July ~16.—Petit- 
tions are in circulation in Fannin, 
Union, Gifmer and Murray counties ask- 
ing the legislature to pass a resolution 
authorizing Attorney General Hart to 
take a decree at the October term of 
the United States_court shutting down 
the large copper smelting industries at 
Ducktown, Tenn., because of alleged 
damage done crops, land and timber in 
Georgia by the sulphur fumes. 

The petitions, it is expected, will be 
presented to the legisiature tomorrow. 
In the supreme court one year ago it 
was decided to grant the copper com- 
panies time to 060 away with the al- 
leged nuisance of sulphur fumes, and 
thousands have been spent in an effort 
to convert the eulphur into sulphuric 
acid. It has been belleved gor some 
time that the new process was a 4uc- 
cess. 


—_—-_-_—_-— 


Attorney General Talks. 


Atforney General Hart has taken no 
action looking to the shutting down of 
the Tennessee Copper Company and 
Ducktown Sulphur Company. He ex- 
pects the copper companies to carry out 
thelr agreement to confine the copper 
fumes which have been complained of 
as a nuisance, and belleves that one 
result will be the saving of a vast sum 
each year to Georgia farmers in the 
cost of commercial fertilizers. 

“From the best information I have 
been able to gather,” eaild he. ‘‘the peo- 
ple living in the neighborhood of the 
copper companies’ plants do not wish 
these vast enterprises shut down. On 
the contrary, they wish them to be 
maintained and to continue operation. 
They do wish them to confine the cop- 
per fumes which prowe destructive of 
vegetation. 

“In the litigation affecting this mat- 
ter I have sought to have the com- 
panies convert these fumes, which are 
destructive, [nto a by-product that I 
believed would pay them handsomely, 
and by the same means avoid all com- 
plaints on part of the farmers in north- 


west Georgia. 

“The Tennessee Copper Company has 
installed within the past year an acid 
chamber to convert copper fumes into 
sulphuric“acid. This plant, which cost 
$1,000,000, is now in operation. The 
Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and dron 
Company aleo installed a plant to make 
sulphuric acid, but it has not proven a 
success. They are now proceeding to 
install one modeled after the plant of 
the Tennessee Copper Company. 

‘“T look to see the revenue from this 
by-product equal that from mining and 
smelting copper. There is a ready 
market for this product in Georgia. I 
am informed that an Atlanta firm has 
recently made a contract for the pur- 
chase of 50,000 tonsa of sulphuric acid 
from the Tennessee Copper Company, 
delivery to begin September !. Suppose 
that the production of this acid should 
reduce the cost of commercial fertil- 
izers $i per ton to the farmers of Geor- 
gia. tt would mean a saving of nearly 
$1,000,000 annually. 

“T 106k to see this reduction brought 
about. The Tennessee Copper Company 
is making 400 to 500 tons of acid per 
day, and there is a market for it right 
here in Georgia.” 

Would Not Deal Harshly. 


Judge Hart has followed this case 
from its very inception, and has repre- 
sented the state in all the courts in the 
litigation growing out of it. He ap- 
peared twice before the supreme court 
of the United States, and secured a de- 
cision from that court favorable to the 
state’s contention. At the discretion 
of Georgia, the Ducktown companies 
may be closed up unless the smoke 
nuisance is abated. 

In explaining the situation, Judge 
Hart declared there was no purpose to 
close up the copper companies; that the 
continued operation of this great Indus- 
try meant too much to the people of 
Georgia. He eaid the legislature had 
left it to his diacretion to pursue such 
course {n the matter as seemed best 
to him, and he judged that If the legis- 
lature was not satisfied with the course 
he had taken they would adopt a reso- 
lution of Instructiona ¢ecttine forth their 
views as to how fle should proceed. He 
sald:

Gun Stores at Birmingham 
Have Sold Out Stock of 
Firearms. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 16.—Rev 
Father H. E. O'Grady, priest of St. 
Catherine’s Catholic church and dean 
of the clergy in the northern part of 
the Mobile diocese of his church, is 
heading a committee of clergymen and 
laymen who will make an_ effort to 
bring about arbitration or some other 
settlement of the coal miners’ strike 
which has been on now two weeks, and 
which is growing desperate. 

Father O’Grady will be assisteg by 
ministers in the coal mining towns 
only, and will ask an audience before 
the Furnace and Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation. Early morning reports as 
to the strike situation are to the ef- 
fect that every hardware and gun 
store in Birmingham has practically 
depleted its stock of shotguns and 
winchesters, and that buckshot shelis 
are being ordered by telegraph. There 
has been no serious trouble reported 
so far today, though during last night 
a number of strike-breakers were 
brought to the district from adjoining 
States. 

The leaders of the union nriners have 
sent. out into the district from head- 
quarterg ins Birmingham several car 
loads of provisions for the men on 
strike. Sheriff Higdon is making per- 
sonal visits now to the mining camps 
to inspect the situation and take a 
look at the deputies on duty.

THE SUPPORT OF THE AGRICULTURAL SCHOOLS. 


By a majority of 6 to 5*the senate committee on agriculture voted to ad- 


versely report the Martin bill to increase the fertilizer tag tax from 10 cents 
to 25 cents. 


The purpose of this bill was to raise money to support the great cam- 


paign for agricultural education which has dotted the state with splendid 
agricultural colleges. 


The measure of Mr. Martin has already passed the house, has the ap- 


proval of the governor and is declared to be the only possible means by’ 
which the revenue for the support of the agricultural schools may be raised 


this year. 


The Farmers’ Union, representing the farmers of the state, has not op- 


posed the measure, but on the other hand, various county unions have specif- 
ically and enthusiastically indorsed it. 


Elsewhere today is printed the resolutions of the Pickens County Farm- 


ers’ Union, calling on the farmers of the state to write their representatives 
to vigorously uphold the measure. 


The tremendous advantages to the state which result from the dis- 


semination of scientific education in agriculture are too obvious to need dis- 
cussion. 


A scientific knowledge of soil conditions and possibilities, the secret of 


soil analysis, the influence of fertilizers and their proper mixture, the valu- 


ble secrets of stock raising and other farm operations, will prove of tre- 


mendous advantage and consequent profit to the state. 


This is the purpose of the agricultural schools—to disseminate this 


knowledge and to give the young boys on the farm the value of the accum- 
ulated wisdom and farm lore that endless experiments and the outlay of mil- 


lions of dollars have secured. . 

The fear that the farmers will be forced to pay an advance in the cost

Their present selling price is 


If the fate of agricultural education in Georgia were not in the balance, 
the state should increase this tax. The farmers of Georgia are now paying 
a price for fertilizers that will enable the big companies to pay a tax of 25 
The only return received by Georgia is the 
10 cents per ton now charged for inspection. We are not receiving our share. 

Even if the increased revenue which comes to Georgia from raising its tax 
to the average charged in the six cotton states in this section should cause 
an advance in rates—though this is far from probable—it would not be added 
to the cost of fertilizers in Georgia. The very slight increase would apply 
to every ton of fertilizers sold in these various states. The same price is now 
quoted in all and will continue to bé. 

The truth of these facts, which have been so strongly brought out by the 
advocates of the Martin bill, should be apparent to the members of the 
senate as they are to a great majority of the farmers of Georgia. 

It must not be said that Georgia has not the wisdom to appreciate nor 
the patriotism to foster these schools. There ig too much at stake to falter 
now in the campaign for their support. They are vitally needed and the 
state will prosper abundantly from their operation. 

The question is now before the senate. The committee reporting the bill 
was practically evenly divided. It is rumored that if a tie vote had resulted, 
Chairman Henderson would have voted to report the measure for at least a 
one-year trial. 

The measure appears to be a just and fair one; its advocates declare it 
wil] not be any additional burden upon the farmer. Its fate is fraught with 
grave meaning to the agricultural schools of the state.

state and county authority, as well as 
all cattle owners. And so many of the 
States have passed stringent and dras- 
tie laws to the same end, but all look- 
ing for active cobperation on the part 
of Uncle Sam. And in the recent case 
of one Asbell, which went up from Kan- 
Sas, the supreme court of the United 
States held the quarantine laws to be 
Strictly constitutional, and that Mr. As- 
bell must pay his fine of $6500 and go 
to jail for thirty days, because he tried 
to evade and overthrow the quaran- 
tine. And case after case might “be 
cited to show that the subordinate 
courts of the United States are all de- 
termined that the quarantine laws of 
congress must and shall be obeyed—and 
these must end with a stamping out of 
the tick pestilerice. 
Georgia’s Interest. 


But how do dll these facts affect or 
interest the state of Georgia? 

Well, Georgia is the empire state of 
the south. Her position on the map 
of the republic, situate ag she is in 
the heart of the great corn belt, with 
her unrivaled pasturage, ang capacity 
to produce feed and forage, by her 
mild winters and splendid climate, by 
her contiguity to markets wherein the 
price of meat, now high, is constant- 
ly growing higher; by her need and 
necessity for a more varied agricul- 
ture. For all these, and a score of 
other reasons, Georgia surely will 
soon be, as it ought now to be, one 
of the very best cattle-raising regions 
in the world!

The 
tick infection is fast reducing her 
splendid herds, which might be, into 
a race of scrubs, and runts, and 
stunts! Just add up and enumerate 
her losses. 

She has by the United States census 
nearly two million head of horned cat- 
tle. She could sustain ten million. But 
a great many—in the aggregate a 
Nvery great many—cattle each year He 
down and die of splenetic fever, and 
a great many more which do not 
actually die are so stunted as to be of 
little or no value. They are diseased, 
and will not fatten. And then there 
is the loss of milk and butter and 
meat, in quality as well as quantity, 
and the fees, and vexatious and costly 
delays incident to every quarantine, 
and a score of other losses. 

But the one great loss, easy to see 
and comprehend, ig the very great 
shrinkage in the sale price of all 
Georgia cattle marketed. The great 
outside markets fix the price of all 
Georgia cattle, both inside and outside 
the state. All Georgia cattle shipped 
out of the state must run the gaunt- 
let of the quarantine laws, which 
have a firm grip on all railroads and 
steamboats. And when Georgia cattle 
are gotten to market, they must again 
run the gauntlet of local quarantine 
regulations. And they can only be 
sold for immediate slaughter. And 
thus the Georgia owner is at the 
mercy of the local butcher and buyer. 
And the result is that today Georgia 
cattle only bring from 40 to 50 per 
cent of the price which they might, 
could, should anq certainly would 
bring if it were not for the ticks and 
the consequent quarantine laws. 

Now add all these losses up, pile 
them all together, and if it ig only 
$3 per head, an estimate far too low, 
the loss for each year would be at 
least six millions of dollars, not to 
mention the almost utter destruction 
of the cattle industry in a great state 
such as Georgia. 

But, can the ticks really be stamped 
out? Yes, assuredly. Last year co- 
operative work on the part of the 
Uniteq States and the local authori- 
ties actually freed 62,000 square miles 
of tick-infected territory, in several 
states, and lifted them above the 
quarantine. This is an aggregate 
lagger than the entire state of Geor- 
gia! But the quarantine laws will not 
alone kill the ticks. They will stay 
in Georgia just as long as the people 
are willing, and no longer. But the 
Jaws have come to stay while the ticks 
stay. 

But what, then, is wanted? Clearly, 
that the people should be roused to 
action. Do the lawg need amendment? 
Then let them be amended. What is 
needeq is an aroused public opinion 
which will lead to action. Public 
opinion is the real power in this free 
land. 

While I have written this letter for 
the information of your readers, I fee! 
that I have really only been “ringing 
a fire bell in the night!” Wil] not The 
Constitution help to ring that bell?

3. That we ask the farmers of the state to 
write thelr representatives and urge them to 
give their support to the appropriation.

Dr. Broughton on “Near” RBeer.* 


Editor Constitution: Somebody ie 
about to throw down the bars on this 
license proposition, and our state is be- 
ing flooded with near beer, which. 
from the factories has a very small 
amount of alcohol, but which is easily 
doctored up so as to make a fairly 
good drunk‘ producer. I believe that 
this “‘near’’ beer proposition should be 
knocked out. There is no getting 
around the fact that it is all a viola- 
tion of the spirit of the prohibition law. 
and I do not beHeve that the city has 
any right to allow it, and if it has no 
right to allow it, it has no right to 
tax it. 

The time has come when we must 
make a fight on “near’’ beer. Anything 
that contains as much as ji 1-2 to 2 per 
cent of alcohol is a clear ‘violation of 
the spirit of the prohibition law. Any- 
body knows that it will over-stimulate. 
Two or three bottles of the stuff will 
make a man drunk. Of course, this 
would not intoxicate men who are hard 
to knock out, but run as they are so 
that boys and girls can obtain it, it 
will affect them, and, besides, cultivate 
in them an alkohol thrist. It is of the 
devil, the whole thing. It is intended to 
offset the cause of prohibition. The 
Georgia legislature ought, at its pres- 
ent session, to amend the prohibition 
law by defining the amount of alcohol 
that a beverage is not to contain.

WAY DEBATED 


Opening Skirmish of Battle in 
House 


AROUSED OVER THE QUESTION 


Mr. Holder, of Jackson, Spoke for 
the Bill Drawn by Subcommit- 
tee— Judge Covington, of 
Colquitt, Denounced the 
Lease System. 


Objection to leasing the convicts of 
the state developed on all sides yester- 
day morning when the Holder convict 
measure was offered and a decided 
tendency, if to lease at all, to limit to 
ome year the lease and by that means 
throw the question, for final gettlement 
upon the next administration with fits 
new legislature. At | o’clock the house 
adjourned to meet this morning at 9 
o’obork. 

Only two speeches were made during 
the sessiom The first was by Mr. 
Holder, of Jackson, the author of the 
measure. who offered an amendment 
which will reduce the proposed lease 
from five years to one year; provided 
for a separation of the races by work- 
tne the white convicts on the state 
farm, near Milledgeville) and other bhu- 
mane reforms. 

The other spetch was by Mr. Covtng- 
ton, of Colquitt, one of the ablest and 
most entertaining of speakers in the 
house, who spoke for an ‘hour on the eub 
stitute offered, with him as one of the 
euthors, which grovides for a constitu- 
tional amendment abolishing for all time 
the leasing of convicts and ‘which au- 
thorizes a bond issue of $750,000 with 
which to purchase farm lands, supply it 
with live stock, implements and the 
like. on which the 3,000-0dd convicts in 
Georgia are to be worked. He had the 
fhoor when the house adjourmmed. 

~ House Deeply Interested. 

The intentness and attention which 


the house is paying to the epeakers and, 


the problem under consideration shows 
that every member is deeply interested 
end a majority will have speeches to 
make on the measure, its myriad of 
amendments, and its woluble substitutes. 
In order that debate might be ‘free and 
umlimited’’ the house was resolved into 
@ committee of the whole. where the 
epeaker may have no fear of the gavel, 
for in the committee, debate is uniim- 
ited. 

It will probably be the middie of next 
week, unless some happy compromise is 
euggested. before a vote om the ques- 
tion of abolishing the comvict lease sys- 
tem in Georgia may be taken, 

That there is opposition to léasing the 
convicts was evidenced by Mr. Holder, 
who deciared, early in his speech, that 
he was opposed to leasing the convicts 
but that to lease them for a short time 
was the only solution of the matter as 
he gaw it at present 

He declared the state reformatory 4 
failure and advocated, as far as possible, 
working the convicts on the state roads. 

He was repeatedly interrupted but 
handled his subject’ well. 

Judge Covington in Action.

He made a strong plea for the farm 
eystem as advocated by the measure ie 
introduced, declaring the ‘state farm’ 
was self-sustaining; that 
made $100,000 om its farm last year an 
that “lieéasing should be abolished as a 
relic of reconstruction days.” 

He paid hig respects to those who had 
grown rich through handling convicts 
at $11.20 a year, $60 a year, and finally 
et $102 a year, and who had secured for 
their hire as high as $560 a year, 

He was warming up to his subject 
when the hour of adjournment arrived. 

Routine in the House. 


The first business done by the house 
was to pass a bill and a resolution by 
Mr. Burwell of Hancock. The first 
amended the act creating the city 
court of Sparta; the other was a reso- 
lution to pay Tax Collector A. M. 
Hutchinson, of Hancock, $20! for com- 
missiong due him, but by oversight not 
reported when his returns were made. 

Upon the unanimous request of the 
general judiciary committee, Mr. 
‘Wright of Richmond, chairman of that 
committee, secured unanimous consent 
to introduce a bill by Mr. Slade of 
Muscogee, which perfects the _  dis- 
franchisement amendment so that it 
takes effect on January |, 1909, and 
not immediately as the bill now re- 
quires. In order to avoid all diffi- 
culties, the entire disfranchisement 
measure as passed last year was in- 
troduced, with the amendment as to 
time, and read for the first time. 

To Probe Prison Board. 


Mr. Candler of DeKalb introduced a 
resolution calling for the house to 
take up, at once, the Felder senate 
resolution calling for an investigation 
of the prison commission, its officers, 
employees, and the lessees. It: was 
referred to the committee upon rules. 

Mr. Candler followed this with com- 
ment on the report of the house pro- 
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ceedings of Wednesday ag they. ap- 
peared in The Atlanta Georgian. In 
that paper, he said, the spéaker had 
been intimated to be unfair ag be- 
tween him and Mr. Hall in regard to 
disposal of their resolutiona He de- 
clared the speaker was correct, and 
said the intimation did the speaker an 
injustice due to the misapprehension 
of the reporter in regard to parlia- 
mentary procedure. ~ 

Mr. Hall followed, and paid the 
speaker a high tribute for hig fairness. 
He declared the reporters were in the 
house by courtesy of the house, and 
if such misquotations appeared again 
he would take steps to gee that it 
is impossible. 

Mr. Slade of Muscogee closed the in- 
cident with a laugh by saying: “Mr. 
Speaker, I’ve been following that pa- 
per recently, and you'll have to make 
pretty broad allowance for it. 

Convict Bill Up. 


Mr. Holder of Jackson called up his 
“convict bill” next, which was set for 
a special order, 

Reading Clerk McClatchey read both 
the original and substitute; the latter 
was taken up, as printed in full in The 
Constitution. 

The house resolved itself Into a com- 
mittee of the whole, with Mr. Dunber 
of Richmond in the chair, and unlim- 
ited debate begun. 

A flood of amendments flowed up to 
the desk, and were read. The chféf 
amendments were: To limit the time of 
lease from five to one year; a personal 
inspection each year by one of the 
prison commissioners and qualifica- 
tiong for the guards. 

Mr. Holder’s Speech. 


Mr. Holder of Jackson, the author 
of the bill, got the floor at 11:40 
o'clock, and spoke to his measure. He 
said that he was opposed to the lease 
system as a general proposition, but 
the bill offered was the best solution 
to be had under existing conditions. 
He answered Mr. Wright of Floyd by 
stating he would vote for a substitute 
for the lease system if it were proven 
the best interest of the state and sys- 
tem so to do. He took up each fea- 
ture of the system in detail He de- 
clared the ‘state reformatory” at 
Milledgeville was a failure. 

He declared the races should be 
separated, as provided in his measure. 
He said that this separation was pro- 
vided by an amendment which places 
all the white convicts on the state 
farm, near Milledgeville. 
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“Good roads,” he continued, “is our 

aim in Georgia. We want to put all, 
not leased, on the public roads, and 
ultimately want to put them all on 
the public roads. 

“We want the counties to take all 
they want to work on the roads frst, 
and lease all the rest.” 

At 11:50 o’clock Mr. Holder con- 
cluded, and more amendments and 
substitutes were offered. 

That of Candler of DeKalb, Burwell 
of Hancock, Alexander of DeKalb, 
etc., was read. It provides for prohl- 
bition forever to the leasing of con- 
victs: proposes a bond issue of $750,000 
to purchase farm lands, live stock, im- 
plements, ete., on which the convicts 
are to be worked. 

Mr. Covington’s Speech. 

wit. Covington of Colquitt got the 
floor next. He is a splendid and versa- 
tile speaker, and the house sat at at- 
tention while he had the floor. He 
declared the question was the para- 
mount one of the session; that it was 
not one to regulate cattle, dealing with 
mules or with a financial problem. but 
one of humanity. and of “brother- 
hood.” He declareq he was ready to 
submit to the people of Georgia a 
sOlution of the convict question which 
he knew wag the solution—i. e: to 
issue $750,000 in bonds to purchase 
farm lands, implements, ete. He de- 
clared the lease system was a relic of 
“reconstruction days,’ when a federal 
general leased out to private indi- 
forty years ago, the convicts 
of Georgia. He @eclared the present 
system was all wrong, when three 
are hireq for $2,000 a year, not 
to handle the finances accruing 
from the hire of these convicts. but 
their Immortal souls, ans as a aide 
issue, too. 

“The people, I tell you, don’t want 
this ‘blood money.’’ 

He declared Mississippi has bought 
farm lands and adopted the system of 
farms, and, with only 1,300 convicts, 
made $100,000 iast year. 

Mr. Covington suspendeg at 12:55 
o'clock to allow the committee to re- 
port progresg and ask leave to set 
again.

Senator Peacock stated that he was 
in favor of the investigation being 
made, but that he opposed the reso- 
lution because he thought that the 
resolution of Senator Felder wag bet- 
ter than that of Mr. Shaw. 

Routine in the Senate. 


The senate was called to order by 
President Pro Tem. Steed. 

The special orders for the day were 
considered immediately after the con- 
firmation of the journal. 

To the repair of Old college at the 
University of Georgia for a dormitory, 
the senate appropriated $10,000. 

This bill was opposed by Senators 
Walden and Knight on the ground 
that the public school teachers should 
be paid first. 

Senator Crittenden objected to the 
teachers of the state being referred 
to as “‘the poor school teachers.” He 
said that he was born on credit, and 
that he wished that the state could 
borrow $500,000 insteaq of a less 
amount. He urged the appropriation, 
contending that the common schools 
were dependent upon the state uni- 
versity. The bill passed with only

The first speaker on this 
Senator Wilkes, made many 
tional statements concerning Andrew 
Carnegie. He declared in _ forceful) 
language that he was not opposed to 
the Georgia School of Technology, but 
that he objecteq to the bill if the 
name of Andrew Carnegie was permit- 


ted to remain in it. He said that he’ 


could not find words to express his 
contempt for Mr. Carnegie, whom he 
deciared had brought shame upon the 
state of Georgia. He said that every 
farmer who purchased a plow paid 
tribute to Carnegie, because he had a 
monopoly on steel ang iron. He con- 
tended that Mr. Catnegie was posing 
as a philanthropist, when he was se- 
curing hig millions by oppressing the 
poor of the country. 

“I cannot stultify myself nor 4dis- 
grace my constitunecy by voting for 
any measure which bears the infamous 
name of Andrew Carnegie,” said Sen- 
ator Wilkes in conclusion. | 

Senators Howardand Camp defended 
the bill, and gpoke in high terms of 
the liberality of Mr. Carnegie. 

Senator Martin spoke in highest 
terms of the Technological school, and 
declared that he was in favor of 
“wiping out Latin ang Greek” from 
the curriculum of the colleges of the 
state. He declared that the gift of 
$20,000 to the Tech Hbrary had been 
given unconditionally by Mr. Carnegie, 
and that it would be a disgrace if the 
state failed to equip the institution for 
effective service. 

Senator Wilkes again secured the 
floor, and stated that, since he was 
heartily ‘in sympathy with the Tech- 
nological school, and since the one 
gift of Mr. Carnegie had been made 
without a long string of condtions, 
that possibly the $5,000 appropriation 
should be granted.

WERE IRREGULAR 


Brought About by the Taking of 
Profits 


Industrials Received Greatest Share 
of New Buying Orders — Dis- 
cussion of Report of the 
Country’s Foreign 
Trade, 


New York, Julv !6.—The movement 
to take profits in stocks which devel- 
oped yesterday was extended for a time 
in today’s stock market. This process 
of digestion of profits caused an irregu- 
lar price movement and unsettled the 
tone to a degree. The character of the 
market was not essentially changed, in 
spite of the moderate shrinkage in its 
dimensions, and the shifting of specula- 
tive attention to new points in the list. 
The industrial stocks and specialties, 
some of them of a lower grade, received 
the greatest share of the day’s new 
buying orders, while issues which have 
figured hitherto in the etrength of the 
market were subjected to profit-taking. 
No strictly new factors were introduced 
into the situation. The publication by 
the bureau of statistics of the country’s 
forelgn trade report for June, and for 
the completed fiscal year offered a strik- 
ing exhibit, although its main features 
have been foreseen from the preceding 
trend of events. It became manifest 
early after the financial storm of last 
October that the resultant shrinkage in 
the export trade was being outstripped 
by the curtailment of imports, go that 
the excess value of exports from month 
to month was greater than in the cor- 
responding period of the year before. 
For the completed year the trade bal- 
ance in our favor has reached §666,- 
457,103, which is $220,027,450 greater 
than in the preceding year, and eétab- 
Ished a record for that item. The 
shrinkage in the twelve montas of 
$240,079.43! in imports points ciearly 
to the prime cause of this showing, and 
throws light on the comparative mod- 
eration of the reflux gold movement, 
which has followed the $1!100,000,000 im- 
ports of that metal last fall. [Less than 
half of that amount has been reshipped. 
The June figures show with equal clear- 
ness that a shift has occurred in these 
tendencies. The $20,403,000 decrease in 
value of imports, compared with last 
year, is exceeded by the $22,344,000 de- 
¢rease in exports. Not since October 
of I907 has the falling off in exports 
exceeded that in imports. The loss fn 
export valuation for the month is trace- 
able to manufacturers, the decrease in 
agricultural products having been less 
than $3,000,000 for the month. 

It may be accepted that these latter 
changes indicate a readjustment to 
serve normal conditions in the interna- 
tiona] trade, such as has been going on 
in the domestic trade situation. Addi- 
tional testimony to this readjustment 
is received daily in the financial dis- 
trict, in the form of published interviews 
from prominent capitalists. That, for 
today, coming from the executive head 
of the Amalgamated Copper Company, 
implied a rather striking exception in 
the case of that metal. from the cheer- 
ful views he expressed of eonditions 
elsewhere. The faet was seen in the 
early reactionary tone in the copper 
group.
